WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
administration and the congres­ 
sional author of a ban against 
aiding nations which help North 
Vietnam headed onto a collision 
course today over proposed U.S.

has pointed np soil acidity as 
a basic problem. The tests 
have shown that too few farm­ 
ers are placing lime at the top 
of their list. 
"Lime — ; nd then fertiliser” 
Is the way to overcome acid 
soils. Nothing is more basic and 
important to the average Picka­ 
way County farm er than a lim­ 
ing progran. 
Soil testing results have also 
shown that many soils in this 
county are deficient in phos­ 
phate and potash.

Hybrids Sought

Maize dwarf mosaic, the corn

Ohio in 1962, continues to pose 
a serious economic threat to 
farmers in parts of the state and 
other areas of the Corn Belt. 
A research 
team at 
Ohio 
Agricultural Research and De­ 
velopment Center reports that 
In 1966, MDM occurred la the 
southern counties of Ohio for 
the fourth consecutive year. 
The dlaeaae k confined to 
bottomland fields along rivers 
and streams where Johnson- 
grata, host plant on which 
MDM overwinters, grows most 
abundantly. 
Researchers »ay that damage 
this past season was less severe 
in the Scioto and Ohio River 
Valley and some other areas 
♦han in prtvloua years. This is 
because 
farmers 
there 
have 
switched to corn hybrid* that 
carry some degre of resistance 
to the disease. 
In other areas, such as the 
Muskingum River Valley, MDM 
was more severe in 1966 The 
scientists attribute this to In­ 
creasing MDM tnfection in John* 
songrass and tha planting of sus­ 
ceptible hybrids. 
* * • 
COOPERATIVE studies have 


been carried on by researchers 
from USDA and OARDC since 
discovery of the disease. Scien­ 
tists reporting research prog­ 
ress are Dr. W. R. Findley, re­ 
search agronomist, USDA; Dr. 
E. J. DoUlnger, research agro­ 
nomist. and Dr. L. 
Williams, 
research plant pathologist, both 
of OARDC. 
In 1966, research efforts were 
concentrated on testing com­ 
mercial hybrids (and many ex­ 
perimental combinations) 
rat­ 
ing each for resistance or sus­ 
ceptibility to maize dwarf mo­ 
saic. Planting resistant corn hy­ 
brids U toe only known practical 
way to control the disease 
Results of the 1966 trials and 
the performance of specific hy 
brida are available to Oluo farm ­ 
ers through county offices of the 
Cooperative Extension Service.

The tests 
have shown that too few farm­ 
ers are placing lime at the top 
of their list. 
“Lime — md then fertiliser* 
is the way to overcome acid 
soils. Nothing is more basic and 
important to the average Picka­ 
way County fanner than a lim­ 
ing program. 
Soil testing results have also 
ahown that many soils in this 
county are deficient in phos­ 
phate and potash For example. 
80 per cent are low In phosphate 
and 30 per cent are low in pot­ 
ash.

SOIL TESTING information 
has revealed that many of our 
farmers are not using the right 
kind of fertiliser. About 80 per 
cent of the fertilizer now used 
contains an even amount of 
phosphate and potash. 
Soil tasting has helped many 
farmers in this county obtain 
higher yields at lower unit cost 
of production Now is a good 
time to sample your soil because 
tbs laboratory is not as crowded. 
Higher crop yields based on 
reliable soil tests have aided 
many Pickaway County farm­ 
ers to push the "age of guess­ 
work" Into past history.

In other areas, such as the 
Muskingum River Valley, MDM 
was more severe in 1966 The 
scientists attribute this to in­ 
creasing MDM Infection in John- 
songrass and ths planting of sus­ 
ceptible hybrids.

NEW YORK (AP) — A more 
cautious consumer attitude to­ 
ward buying and borrowing, a 
trend to easier credit, secure 
jobs for most skilled workers, 
some more price increases axe 
in prospect for 1967.

Do-it-yourself diagnosis 
kits 
have aroused a great deal of 
enthusiasm because they can 
help detect some cancers at a 
very early stage For the past 
few years a special kit has been 
in use in several large cities. 
Smears taken from the cervix 
of the womb are sent to a cen­ 
tral laboratory for a ’’pap’’ u t. 
People living ic outlying dis 
tincts send their smears to this 
laboratory where they are ex 
a mined under the microscope 
If any strange cells or cancer 
cells are detected, the patient is 
immediately refer! ed to 
her 
own physician 
Many causes 
of cancer of the cervix of the 
uterus were detectd in people 
who Lad no disturbing symp­ 
toms. 
Early detection means early 
treatm ent and early recovery 
Cancer of the cervix, when de 
tee ted early, shows the highest 
percentage of cures of cancer 
anywhere in the body. 
The success of this program 
has been responsible for anotto; 
er kind of kit which hopefully 
will detect cancer of the lung 
in a similar way. 
The Nuclear Research Asso 
elates of New York City have 
developed a pack which is used 
to collect sputum from people 
with long - standing chronic 
coughs. The sputum is preserv 
ed and is sent to their labora­ 
tory where complex electronic 
analyzers and microscopes help 
to find unusual and abnormal 
ceils. These findings are then 
reported to the patient’s private 
physician for further study and 
treatment. 
The advantage of these “do- 
it-yourself kits” is that they can 
be used for mass screenings of 
populations fa* removed from 
physicians sud hospitals. These 
same studies can, of course, be 
done individually by one’s own 
physician.

public health officials and edu­ 
cators are aimed a lite single 
idea that early detection offers 
the best chance for early cure. 
Surgery has been performed 
by a freezing needle instead of 
a scalpel for almost a decade. 
This is called Cryosurgery. By 
this method a probe is kept fro 
zen to minus 200 degrees C. and 
is used in many fields of sur­ 
gery. 
Dr. Irving Cooper has p i 0- 
neered its usa at the St. Barna­ 
bas Hospital in New York City 
in selected cases of Parkinsons 
disease.

and Dr. C. Kelman have design­ 
ed brilliant probes for specializ­ 
ed use in c a t a r a c t surgery. 
Working at the Manhatta 
Eye. 
Ear and Throat Hospital they 
have demonstrated great ad­ 
vantages 
of 
cryosurgery 
in 
some cases of difficult catar­ 
acts. 
At the 
Memorial 
Hospital. 
Dr. William G. Caban has been 
experimenting with the freez­ 
ing technique in many other 
parts of the body. 
The prostate g l a n d is the 
newest target of sryosurgery. 
Dr Ward A. Soanes of Buffalo, 
N. Y , has for the past tw o 
years been using the cryo probe 
for the removal of the prostate 
and for tumors within it. When 
the prostate has grown so large 
that it interferes with the nor­ 
mal passage of urine the cyro 
probe 
has 
been 
successfully 
used to reopen the obstructed 
tube. 
Cryosurgery is truly another 
modern day scientific wonder 
It can only be used in selected 
cases It is an addition to sur­ 
gery but not a substitute for all 
of the other successful methods 
that are now in use.

NEW YORK (AP) — A more 
cautious consumer attitude to­ 
ward buying aud borrowing, a 
trend to easier credit, secure 
jobs for most skilled workers, 
some more price increases are 
in prospect for 1967, 
A very high standard of living 
will continue for most Ameri­ 
cans. But the fear, if not the 
probability, of a recession does 
exist. A wide disparity in fore­ 
casts exists and some econo­ 
mists foresee a rather sharp 
slowdown. 
More uncertainties e x i s t in 
the 1967 picture than in most 
previous years. The Vietnam 
war and the question of taxes 
are basic to the 1967 economy. 
They are also, perhaps, unpre­ 
dictable. 
Here’s a review of some eco­ 
nomic highlights and the outlook 
in several consumer areas: 
JOBS — A continuation of sta­ 
ble employment for the skilled 
Unemployment 
dropped 
to 
less than 4 per cent of the labor 
force during 1966. Most people 
who wanted jobs had them, and 
that included teen-agers, women 
and most of the unskilled. Un­ 
employment for married men 
dropped below 2 per cent.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
new year will see more gains in 
Ohio’s highway system, but they 
won’t be as big as the year just 
passed, and the state’s nation- 
leading road - building momen­ 
tum seems in for an abupt 
check. 
Federal cutback in matching 
funds is to blame—a factor that 
hits Ohio in more ways than 
one. 
lx>ss of federal money, loss 
of construction time, lost time 
in bid openings, all will cause 
delay in construction projects 
Including completion of Ohio’s 
interstate highway system. 
The Ohio Department of High 
ways, in reviewing the past year 
and prospects for the new year 
said the 1967 construction pro­ 
gram will total 
3255 million 
plus engineering and right-of 
way costs. 
This is about $100 million less 
than the contracts placed In 
1966. 
P. E. M a she ter. highway di­ 
rector, 
said 
the 
1967 
figure 
would be “much less” were it 
not for available funds from the 
highway bond issue approved by 
voters in 1964. The state will 
have $100 million available for 
all road construction contracts 
from January until June Mah* 
eter said. 
The cutback affect both con­ 
struction and right-of-way, but 
not 
Appalachia, 
junkyard 
or 
beautification projects because 
they are not financed through 
the federal H i g h w a y Trust 
Fund, the director said. 
The trust fund is made up of 
highway use taxes from every 
state. 
Masheter said aside from con 
struction projects, his depart 
ment will not be reimbursed for 
all of the right-of-way purchases 
that have been made.

“Because 
Ohio has obltgatcd more federal 
aid funds between July 1, 1966, 
and Nov. 1, 1966, than any other 
state,

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-T he 
new year will see more gains in 
Ohio’s highway system, but they 
won’t be as big as the year just 
passed, and the state’s nation- 
leading road - building momen­ 
tum seems in for an abupt 
check. 
Federal cutback in matching 
funds is to blame—a factor that 
hits Ohio in more ways than 
one. 
Loss of federal money, loss 
of construction time, lost time 
in bid openings, all will cause 
delay in construction projects 
including completion of Ohio’s 
Interstate highway system. 
The Ohio Department of High­ 
ways, in reviewing the past year 
and prospects for the new year, 
said the 1967 construction pro­ 
gram will total 
$255 million 
plus engineering and right-of- 
way costs. 
This is about HOO million less 
than the contracts placed In 
1966. 
P. E. Masheter, highway di­ 
rector, 
said 
the 
1967 
figure 
would be “ much less” were it 
not for available funds from the 
highway bond issue approved by 
voters in 1964. The state will 
have HOO million available for 
all road construction contracts 
from January until June Mah- 
eter said. 
The cutback affect both con­ 
struction and right-of-way, but

He said between Nov. I and 
the time the cutback was an­ 
nounced, Ohio obligated another 
$50 million leaving only $40 mil­

available until next July. 
Masheter said for that reason, 
no federal aid projects can be 
put up for bids until April. 
Federal officials said the cut­ 
back was “in recognition of the 
need for reducing non military 
federal expenditures as a con­ 


duce inflationary pressures . . . ” 
They also said that funds de­ 
ferred from past quarterly ap­ 
propriations could not be used 
to increase Ohio’s S184 million 
ceiling. For Ohio, that amounts 
to $102.5 million of appropria­ 
tions not now available, M ash-!
